then the khedive, for whom he be- 
came a trusted agent In the exploita- 
tion of land owned by the khedive^ 
and for the protection of the khe~*~ 
dive's interests in the Suez canal and 
in Egypt in the event that England 
should repudiate Abbas

dive, for the purpose of Influencing 
the French press. Of this oum about 
4,000,000 marks were paid through 
the Swiss bank. 


During the summer of 1916, Bolo 


bought the Paris journal from Sena- 
tor Humbert, paying 5,500,000 francs 
for the property. After the initiation 
of proceedings against Bolo, the mo- 
ney he paid Senator Humbert was re- 
funded.

The "University of Rochester has a 


German Iieuter.ant, Herr Eiserhardt. 
as its professor of the language of 
Kultur.

dents. There is a sharp controversy 
between the citizens of Rochester and 
the college authorities and the latter 
decline to remove him on the ground 
that Eiserhardt represents* "all those 
fine ideals which belong to the old 
Germany."

ent of schools has immediate super- 
vision over his locality. The purpose 
of this is to keep In constant touch
